Col. W ashington w as a 
nam e and character 
so dear to ail the V irginiiins, that his passing by one 
o f the old castles o f V’irginia, w ithout calling and par­ 
taking o f the hospitalities o f the host, w as entirely out 
o f the question. 
'I'he colon el, 
h o w e v e r , did not sur­ 
render at discretion, hut stoutly m aintained his ground 
till Cham herlayne bringing up bis reserve, in the inti­ 
m ation that he wouhl introduce his friend to a young 
and charm ing w id ow , then 
beneath his roof ; the sol­ 
dier capitulated, on condition that h e should d in e, only 
dine, and then, by pressing hi.s charger and borrowing

T h e colonel now proceeded to the m ansion, and w as 
introduced to various guests, (for w h en w as a Virginian 
dom icil o f the olden tim e without guests.^) 
and above 
all, to the charm ing w id ow . 
Tradition relates that they 
w ere m utually pleased on their fiist interview — nor is it 
rem arkable ; 
they w ere o f an age w hen im pressions 
are strongest. 
T h e lady w as fair to behold, o f fasci­ 
nating m anners, and splendidly endow ed vviih w orldly i 
benefits. 
T h e hero, fresh from his early fields, redolent i 
o f fum e, and with a form on w h ich “ every god did | 
seem to set his sea l, to give the w orld assurance o f a i 
m an .”

tor w as, w ithout m uch dilUculty, persuaded to order 
Bishop to put up tho horses for the night.

enam ored soldier pressed w ith his spur his cliargei ’s 
sid e, and speeded on his w ay to the seat o f governm ent, 
w here luiviug despatched his public business, he retraced 
his step s, and, at the W^hite H ou se, the engagem ent 
took p lace, w ith preparations for the m arriage.

tion, hailed in her youlhtul hero a prosperous and hap­ 
py bridegroom .
